lication of the news a large proportion of 
the American lovers of

Morover, of those who knew 
that Dr. Robert Bridges is poet laureate, 
not one in IO perhaps could name a poem 
that he has written, much less repeat it 
from memory. 
And yet thousands of those 
unfamiliar with Dr. Bridges’ work would 
have no difficulty in 
reciting numerous 
verses of his illustrious predecessors of the 
last century-— Tennyson, Wordsworth and 
Southey. 
It is a remarkable fact that al­ 
though people never read nor wrote poetry 
to a greater extent than is being done to­ 
day, there is no great outstanding contem­ 
porary poet whose works are comparable 
with those of any of perhaps a dozen writ­ 
ers of English verse whose genius was ir. 
its flower in tile first half of the nineteenth 
century. 
Is there a single poet of todaj 
whose poems are awaited with the public 
interest with which Byron’s, Shelley’s, Col­ 
eridge’s, K eat’s, Sir Walter Scott’s, Thomas 
Moore's or Thomas H ood’s were receved?

One might suppose that the in 
dustrialism of the present age had extin­ 
guished the divine spark of poetic inspira­ 
tion. 
But on the other hand there is a 
flood of short lyrics and occasionally a gem 
is to be found among them. 
“Even Homer 
nods.” 
Probably we are merely passing 
through an interlude, a period of doldrums. 
It is comforting at any rate to hope that 
w e may even now be on the eve of another 
age of great poetry writing. 
The presence 
of the British laureate in the United States 
will stimulate interest in the subject.

WILL YOU TAKE IT BEFORE OR 
AFTER? 


(From Tile Outlook I. 


The long discussion in the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee of various proposals for 
an estate tax and an inheritance tax in 


the revenue bill pending has tended to cre­ 


ate confusion in the public mind as to what 
such taxes are and wherein they differ. 
At a glance, they appear to be the same 


in practice, but this is never entirely true 
and in some instances would be far from 
true. 
An estate tax is levied on the entire es- 
state of a deceased person and is paid out 
of the estate before division among the 
heirs. 
An inheritance tax is levied on the 
portion of the estate going to each heir 
and is collected from the heirs after it 
passes into their hands. 
If, in any partic­ 
ular case, there is only a single heir to an 
estate, there is no effectulal difference in 
the result of an estate tax and of an inheri­ 
tance tax. 
If there are two or more heirs, 
however, there is a difference in effect, 
and this becomes more pronounced as the 
number of heirs increases. 
Under a grad­ 
uated schedule of taxes, an estate which 
would pay heavily under an estate tax law 
might be divided among heirs enough to 
escape payment under an inheritance tax 
law. Just what the effect of the two would 
be in any particular case would depend 
upon the arrangement of the “ brackets,” 
as the actuaries say in their discussions of 
tax legislation. 
An estate tax is levied by the present 
federal tax law. 
The pending bill as it 
passed the house provides for a higher 
rate, reaching a maximum of 40 per cent. 
The senate committee has decided in fa­ 
vor of leaving the rates as they are in the 
present law, the maximum being 25 per 
cent.

land, April 21.—Marie Corelli, Eng- 
dist novelist, and author of a score 
of popular romantic talees, died to­ 
day from heart trouble at her home 
here. 
She had been ailing for some 
w eeks but was apparently recover­ 
ing when the fatal seizure occurred. 
Born in 1861, the daughter of an 
Italian father and Scottish mother, 
Miss Corelli was adopted in infancy 
by Charles Mackey, Journalist 
and 
song writer. 
She was educated in a 
French convent, and 
much of

early training was with the idea that 
she should take up the musical pro­ 
fession, but her penchant for writing 
prevailed, being encouraged by the 
publication of a number of poems.
